We have intelligence 
through various mediums that on, the 6th Auguft 
numerous inflammatory bills were pofted about different 
parts of that city ; in confequence of which feveral per.

They announced that an 
Englifh fleet had made <its appearance on our weftern 
coalt,-but that it was at fo renvote a diftance as to ren- 
der it impoffible to defery either the number or fort of 
Ships that compofed it ; however, not a doubt was en- 
tertained of its being the Englith expedition. But no- 
thing having fince been heard-of this armament, not- 
withftanding the great vigilance of all our pofts on the 
coaft of the Scleldt, we are wholly at a lofs how to 
divine where it will attempt to land. 

This country is every where prepared to repulfe with 
due’ effet any hoftile attack whatever. Befides the ap- 
pearance of the combined French and Spanifh fleet, 
which entered Breft on the gth inft. will throw the 
greateft obftacles in the way of the Englifh expedition, 
either by a defcent upon Ireland, or by coming before 
the Texel, to raife the blockade of our fleet, as it did 
that of Spain in the harbour of Cadiz. , 

In general the animofity of the different faétions 
feems tompletely buried in the fuperior confideration of 
the danger in which the country is involved” at this cri- 
tical junéture, nor are we now afraid of any internal 
commotion or revolution, But, though appearances are 
fo very favourable, there is reafon to apprehend that the 
revolutionary. party will: endeavour, to coalefce with that 
of the houfe.of Orange. The latter rears its head more 
than ever, and flatters itfelf with the hopes of receiving 
fuccours from the Ems. ‘Next week is confidered as 

the epoch which will be productive of the greateft and 
moit momentous events. 
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Our national guard, defliued for the interior defence, 
amounts to 30,000 men, completely organized, armed, 
and accoutred. Every thing has been done with the 
utmolt celerity. , 

Some Englith men of war have again been feen in 
the offing of Oftend. On the 15th, the Englith at- 
tacked our guard-thip, on the coaft near Ameland, with 
a frigate and two finaller veflels, and, after fome reli- 
ftanee, captured it. 

NIMEGUEN—AUGUST I. 

The preparations for defence are rencwed on our 
frontiers in proportion as the danger grows more immi- 
nent. Artillery and ammunition are fent to every quar- 
ter. Nine companies will be ftationed in the environs 
of Amersfort, and divifions will be fent to all the towns, 
viz. Zutphen, Zwoll, &c. The works and redoubts 
ate likewife ferioufly begun, efpecially at Grave, in the 
Betouwe ; yet, it muft be confeffed, our foldiers {hew 
great apathy ; they feem not very arduous in the pre- 
fent caufe ; and, what is more lamentable, little fubor- 
dination is obferved among them; they dare publicly 
fhow cartridges, and threaten with their contents thofe 
officers who oppofe them in the leaft.

The French auxiliary force in this republic is fearce- 
ly 8000 men ftrong, of whom almoft 200 are confined 
by ficknefs, and from this. fmall army a corps is to be 
detached, to be united to that of the Rhine. ; 

Confidential letters from Lingen, where the Heredi- 
tary Prince of Orange has hitherto refided, prepares us 
to expect very important events in a fortnight at farthelt. 
The Dutch Emigrant officers are again under fubordi- 
nation, and cannot quit their prefent places of abode 
without Ieave- 

P. S. This inftant we learn, by letters from Bucholz, 
that a great number of the Batavian emigrant officers 
have received orders to go to Bremen, to embark for 
England, probably to ferve in the expedition. The ne- 
ceflary funds for equipment and for defraying the ¢x- 
pences of the journey, have been furnifhed them. 

WESTPHALIA——AUG. 17. 

The Kirig of Pruflia is determined not to fuffer the 
leaft infringement upon his neutrality. He will neither 
permit the eftablifhing of magazines, nor the rendez- 
voufing of troops within the line of neutrality. 

The Hereditary Prince of Orange is goné from 
Lingen to Jever, and-has but a fmall number of people 
about him. 

CONSTANTINOPLE—JULY 25. 

For feveral weeks paft we have had no advice refpe&- 
ing General Buonaparte. It is thought he has fought 
his way through the defarts with the handfnl of men 
that remained from the expedition in Egypt, confifting 
“of 1500 men at the utmoft. Some accounts fay, that 
he is, ftill in the burning fandy defart, where, having re- 
cruited a corps of izoo men, of different nations, he

making by Mura3. Bey, who is {tationed with a confi- 
derable force’on-this fide of Cairo, to endeavour to cut

Gen, Buonaparte has fent a declaration to the Grand 
Signior, in which he attemps to. juftify his conduét, al- 
ledging, that he had only acted according to the orders 
of the Jate Direétory: But the prefent Government 
having recalled all the French from Egypt, he was rea- 
dy to take his departure for France, if the neceflary 
paflports and proper efcort were granted him. 

The Grand Signior fent him anfwer, that he would 
never forget the injury done him by the French Govern- 
ment by Buonaparte’s invafion, and that he left the lat- 
ter, and his troops, to their fate; while, on the other 
hand, a confiderable Turkith army was ordered againft 
France, by way-of reprifals. 

Dangerous troubles having broke out in the ifland of 
Cyprus, Sir Sidney Smith, who went thither for a fhort 
time, reftored tranquillity. . In the ifland of Rhodes 
feveral Englifhmen are faid to have been molt cruelly 
treated by the Turks. 

Near Adrianople the troubles continue, and bank- 
ruptcies augment daily in this capital. One failure alone 
amounts to 350,000 piaftres. 

Laft week week the Captain Pacha failed from hence 
with a fine fleet of feven fhips of the line. The Charon 
Englifh man of war, which was carrying ammunition to 
Syria, has run afhore near Smyrna. The Captain Pa- 
cha’s fleet is now near the Dardanelles.

INVASION OF HOLLAND: 

The following are all the particulars which have been 
received refpeéting the invafion of Holland, by the ar- 
my under Sir Racen Abegcromey. 

FROM THE LONDON ,GAZETTE, 
AUGUS1 3I. 

Lieutenant Clay of his Majelty’s thip Kent, arrived 
this morning with a difpatch from Admiral Lord Dun- 
can, K. B. to Mr Nepean, fecretary of the Admiral- 
ty, of which the following is a copy : 

Kent, at anchor off the Texel, 
s IR, Avgust 28, 1799. 
BE pleafed to acquaint the Lords Commiffioners of 


the Admiralty, that I thall go on from my letter of the 
25th inftant, and fay it blew fo frefh on Sunday that we 


could not approach the land, but the weather becoming 
more moderate on Monday, the whole of the feet, 
with the tranfports, were at anchor clofe in fhore by 
noon on that day. I fhall not enter into a detail of the 
landing the troops, or what happened on Tuefday, as 
their Lordthips will have that ftated by Vice Admiral 
Mitchell, fuffice it to fay, the troops rowed towards 
the fhore at day break, and landed, though immediate- 
ly oppofed by numbers, and from that time till half paft 











four P. M. were continually in aétion. However, the 
g2'lantry of the Britifh troops furmounted all difficulties 
and drove the enemy wherever they met them. 

The Ratrizan Rufhan fh p got afhore on the South 
Haik, in coming to the anchorage, where fhe remained 
fome time in great danger, but by timely afliftance and 
exertion of her Captain and officers, in getting out fome 
of the guns and lighterting her, fhe was got off ; and laft 
night reported to be again fit for fervice. 

At five P. M, the Belliqueux, with her convoy from 
the Down’, anchored. 

This day it blows {trong from the weftwatd with a 
great furf, fo that I fear little can be done; but I am 
fure thé Vice Admiral will avath himfelf of every op- 
portunity to carry on the fervice, as FE never witneffed 
more attention and perfeverance in {pite of moft unfa- 
vourable weather, to get the troops landed; and no- 
thing fhall be wanting on my part towards furnifhing 
him with every aid in my power, in order to bring che 
bufinefs to a happy termination.

[PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. ] 


On board the Britith flect off the Texel, 
Wednefday, Aug. 28. evening. 
My letter of Saturday laft would inform you of our 4 


operations to that day. 

On Saturday evening, after I had fent off my laft let- 
ter, the wind came on to blow fo ftrongly from the N. 
W. that we were obliged to keep at fea, and it did not 


abate till pears | morning. The regret and impatience 
that were univerlally expreffed throughout the fleet, at 


the unfavourable ftate of the weather, were the beft 
proofs of the gallant and ardent fpirit which animated 
both feamen and foldiers. 

Monday at length brought weather propitious to our 
wifhes, for we had not before experienced fo fine a day ; 
and before noon the whole of our fleet came to an an- 
chor off Kick-down. The arrangement, under the 
immediate infpeétion of Vice-Admiral Mitchell, was 
moft regularly and admirably made. The gun-boats, 
armed veffels, hombs, and fire-fhips, were judicioufly 
placed between the tranfports and the fhore, within a 
quarter of a mile of the Beach. During the remaintler 
of the day Admiral Mitchell was employed in fettling 
the order of landing, and in the evening the fignal was 
made from his fhip that break of day was the time fix- 
ed on for the general debarkation. . 

Yefterday morning, in confequence, as many of the 
troops as the boats of the fleet would contain were rea- 
dy before day light. The boats were ranged in an ex- 
tenfive line, ‘oppofite the village of Petten. We found 
this was a feint, for, at day-break, they moved rapidly 
along fhore to the northward, and landed in a bay clofe 
to Kick-down, called, I believe Callant Oog. The 
whole of the troops were on fhore before eight in the 
Morning (the boats having returned for thofe left in the 
tranfports) without the lofs of a man. 

Our obligations in this fervice to the fkill and exer- 
tions of the boatmen from Deal, andthe fea-fencibles, 
that accompanied the expedition, are more than can 
well be exprefled. They not only faved us much time, 
but they certainly prevented accidents, which lefs {kil- 
ful men might have occafioned. Such was the ardour 
of ouf foldiers, that many of them leapt into the fea as
